Now what right 
has Mr. Maeaulay'to. give the name of clamour to 
the ‘expression of public opinion on the conduct of 
Lord Cardigan? Doeshe call it clamour because 
it is the agreement of the vast majority of the 
public, and.of the press of both parties? Does he 
give the name.of clamour to unanimity? Does he 
call the judgment in.question a clamonr, because 
it is given by the many, or because, to use his own 
terms,.it is the cry of the country? Are we 
come to this, that a Liberal Minister is to designate 
the cry, of the country as a clamour, simply be- 
cause it is the cry of the country, and therefore 
loud in the same degree that it is general. 

But Mr Macaulay, im another part of his speech, 
had characterised the attacks on Lord, Cardigan as 
unprecedented in, intemperance and violence. We 
would confidently defy Mr, Macaulay, to support 
this assertion. .We. have read all the comments of 
our leading contemporaries, Whig, Radical, and 
Tory, on the conduct of Lord Cardigan, and we 
have never met with an intemperate censure or an 
unmannerly expression... He has been told, ‘ Thus 
did’st. thou,’ his conduct. has been. traced out, and 
the quality of it exposed, and that is all. He has 
been twice, indeed, hissed in a theatre, which we 
disapproyed and regretted, but these two excep- 
tions will not support Mr Macaulay’s representa- 
tion. of a persecution unexampled in yiolence an 
intemperance. 

But presently Mr Macaulay tells us— 

“T s ing of Lord Cardigan; 1 dgn’t pretend to say 
that he.is faultless ;. but I iosist that the principles on-which 
thé Government acted are sound ones. 

"Why, if Mr,Macaulay cannot say anything of 
Lord Cardigan, he cannot have any judgment on 
the question between him and his officers, and be- 
tween him and the public. If he cannot say any- 
thing of Lord Cardigan, how can he argue that 
there is no.case for inquiry into the conduct of the 
man for whom he can say nothing? 

But Mr Macaulay has said something for Lord 
Cardigan. He has asserted that his faults are faults 
of, temper and manner, only. rig jen in the 

inion. of. Mr Macaulay, a fanit.,o 
if. the behaviour y which Lord Cardigan .g 
his unfortunate officers into the transgression of t 
rules,,of subordination was referable to jatiriities

Then as to the regard for the service, which Mr 
Macaulay asserts Minsters haye solely had in view 
how does it appear, in inquiry into the con- 
duct of an officer whose disputes with the gentlemen 
under his command have, according to the authority 
of the Commander-in-Chief, brought his lent 
into a state in which a regiment ought not to be, to 
afford grounds of confidence that it would, in quar- 
ters, or the field, at home or abroad, render effi- 
cient service? Mr Macaulay has alleged that the 
Commander-in-Chief, in his admonition, only appre- 
hended a tendency to these bad effects. We cannot 
suppose that Mr Macaulay wilfully made so gross 
a misrepresentation, but the error shows how 
ignorant he was of the main circumstances of the 
case upon which he was so confidently passing 
judgment, The passage in the communication of 
the Commander-in-Chief to the officers of the 11th

Having no disposition to take any unfair advan- 
tage of Lord Cardigan, we have always admitted 
that this censure of the Commander-in-Chief was 
irreconcilable with his previous decisions, he hav- 
ing approved of Lord Cardigan’s conduct in every 
dispute with his officers up to the date of the me- 
morandum conveying the rebuke. It is clear, then, 
that Lord Hill either unjustly supported Lord 
Cardigan in his quarrels, or groundlessly ad- 
monished him to control his temper and mend his 
manners. To nothing but the consciousness that 
his case could not bear inquiry can we attribute 
Lord Cardigan’s not having demanded inquiry 
under these circumstances. 

Lord Howick, in his excellent speech on the 5th, 
justly remarked— 

“ He must be allowed also to say that, so far from sup- 
posing Lord Cardigan had been to blame, he was most 
anxious to believe that he had discharged his duty, not only 
conscientiously, but discreetly. But, at the same time, he 
must say that he thought such facts came before the public 
to make it necessary that there should be some inquiry, some 
investigation, in order to prove or disprove the allegations 
brought forward. He believed it was nothing new or unpre 
cedented in military practice,—when a regiment was not in 
a satisfactory state, when the officers were not living toge- 
ther as they ought, and when the state of discipline was not 
considered by superior authorities creditable,—that the whole 
system of that regiment, and the whole course of proceeding

Pauline Garcia, now Madame Viardot, was the 
Horatia; Mario, her brother; and the part of 
Curiatius was sustained by an Englishwoman, 
Miss Nunn, with great modesty and embarrassment, 
and some feeling. The opera went coldly, and had 
certainly a effect ; the school in which the 
singers are chiefly practised, not being exactly 
that which fits them for the dignified and passionate 
simplicity of this great master. There were 
splendid efforts in Madame Viardot’s performance, 
notwithstanding, and if her voice answered the de- 
mands she makes upon it, they would be well nigh 
as splendidly realised. As itis, her most success- 
ful passages were those with Curiatius; she 
gave t occasional beauty to the simple and ex- 
pressive struggle of tenderness and devotion, Ho- 
ratius is not one of Mario's pleasantest efforts, and 
the great scene fell utterly flat. Why so desperate 
an action should consummate so muchdanguid and 
sugary sweetness, did not in the least appear. We 
were sorry to see great carelessness in the business 
of the stage. The Horatii, in defiance of history, 
were kept waiting, at most critical moments, for the 
Curiatii; and though we are quite aware that no 
stage manager can claim control over the most un- 
classical whiskers, moustache, and imperial, of 
Signor Mario, we did not see the necessity of exhi- 
biting him in a pasteboard imitation of an auc- 
tioneer’s pulpit, hy way of a classical triumphal car. 

The new and somewhat famous ballet of Ze 
Diable Amoureuz, introduced a new dancer after 
the opera. Mademoiselle Guy Stephan is a some- 
what stout but not ungraceful little woman, for 
whose dancing we cannot say very mach, but whose 
action was sufficiently expressive to realize the in- 
terest and intelligence of the story. This turns 
upon the pretty, but fantastic notion, of a fe- 
male spirit of the lower regions, who falls in love 
with a mortal of the upper, whose soul she has 
been commissioned to get possession of; and 
who, being taught all manner of goodness and 
disinterestedness by her love, is herself finally 
redeemed by its means from the power of the 
Evil One. The idea ts weakened in the present 
version by the use of some amulet or charm, but 
enough remained to please and interest the audience. 
Two scenes, by Mr Grieve, were excellent ; one, of 
a Greek shore, as beautiful as anything of the kind 
we have ever seen; but we had to regret the same 
deplorable inattention, asin the opera, to the 
management of the stage. The earth refused to 
yawn when it should; Mademoiselle Stephan, un- 
able to sink through the centre, was obliged to 
shuffle off at the side; and when nothing was 
required but that all’should be quiet as possible, the 
stage would suddenly gape, and shoot forth red fire.

Crimtnat Retrurns.—The Commissioners of Police 
have published their annual return of the number of per- 
sons taken into custody. The total number in 1840 was 
70,717, neatly 5,000 more than the previous year, arising 
from the extension of the police district in January, 1840, 
Of these, more than one half, 37559, were discharged by 
the magistrates ; 29,076 summarily convicted or held to 
bail ; 4,082 committed for trial ; 3,081 convicted’; 660) 
acquitted ; and 300 against whom bills were not found. 
The smallest number taken into custody in any One of ‘the 
ten years was in 1836, amounting only to 63,384. More 
than one-third of the pérsons taken into custody in 1840, 
23,938, could neither read nor write.

* The following account is contained in an “ extra from 
Buffalo,” received at New York, dated Feb, 14 :— 
“We hasten to announce to our readers and to the world

more. On Saturday morning, about nine o’cloek, were iwani- 
fested the first symptoms of the great catastrophe that 
shortly ensued, Mr Arnold, a citizen of the village, while 
waiting at the foot of the spiral staircate for the return’ of 
the boat, in order to execute an errand on the opposite side, 
perceived the jutting rocks which formed on the Canada side 
the famous sub-marine cavern, to break away and fall into 
the caldron underneath. The invident itself, and its effect 


ob the aspect of the Fall; wére so remarkable, that he 


returned to the village and communicated the facts to 
several citizens ; and very soon a large group had collected 
to watch for further developments. In the course of an 
hour considerable masses were dislocated and throwa down, 
The sheet of water that before fell abruptly, almost perpen- 
dicularly, with an unbroken breest over the protruding cave, 
of eotirse now shot down an obwise angle, losing ite graceful 
and majestic curve, but gaining in tumult and effervescence. 
By three o'clock p.m, the nomber of spectators was aug 
mented by many from Buffalo, ourselves among them. 
Nothing further transptred that night, Early next morning 
parties were unxiously gazing towards the Falls, despiie the 
severity of the weather, expecting to see the work of disor- 
ganisation proceed, At half-past seven o'clock, a wide space 
of the frontal bastion, near to Goat Island, within the horse- 
shoe, fell down; ‘and then followed effects with greatly 
accelereted rapidity, What was actually taking place could 
only be surmised, as thé great confluence of water hid the 
immediate stage of operations from sight Bat it was plain 
to all that the supporting fabric of the cataract was fast 
wearing away before the tremendous enginery. The angle 
of descent every minute diminished, At half-past eight the 
Biddle Tower and ‘all the adjoining jcroundwork had disop- 
peared, The tower sank into the gulph like @ stbsiding 
wave. Shortly after, the water having made a subterranean 
passage, burst through the wall of Gont Island, cumbered 
with masses of rock and rolled with eurth, and eas instantly 
the erust above collepsed ani mixed in the wild chaoe below, 
In rapid succession, on the Canada side of the island, mass 
fullowed mass, and the island, thronghout its eatire lengths 
was chafed and narrowed down to a lean tripe, which 
resisted further encroachments as it of more substaritial con. 
stitvents. On the British border, the wall of loose, friable 
roék, was gored and plotighed away, until ‘fhe Table Rock, 
so mych resorted to by visiters, fell down in fragments, the 
spiral staitcase toppled, aad for awhile it was expected the 
hotel would follow. It still stands, though jin a’ perilous 
posture, all the furniture being removed.

the, beach at Beltinge Bay, about six o'clock, when they saw 
a man put off to sea ina boat belonging to a fisherman named 
Brice. They both ran down to the water's edge for the pur- 
pose of ascertaining who it was, but before they could come 
up to it the, boat,was sfigat; they could not distinctly sce 
wha the.person was, but they thought he resembled Carr, 
Qa,their.retarn home they called at Brice’s cottage, to tell 
him that..some one bad. gone out in his.boat, The officer 
conceiving that.it was very unlikely that any man would put to 
sea in| ough weather, entertained a strong suspicion that 
the information was destitute of truth, and he insisted upon 
searching the house. This being done, two shirts were 
fonot, ia.a wet. state, as though just washed, and one cf them 
was very/much. torn in front, as if it had been done ina scuffle, 
A cloth svas also found near the shirts, stained with blood, 
andthe sleeves of one of the fishermen’s jackets had marks 
of,tiood upon them. ‘These appearances strengthened in the 
ofiiedr’s. mind the belief that Carr had met with a violent 
death.. Rese accounted for the suspicions marks by stating 
that, Maxted, during the evening, had purchased a sheep's 
head;.and brought it home inthe cloth. A minute eearch 
wasithen made for the money of which it was supposed Carr 
had been robbed; and although no portion of it was found, 
the men were conveyed to the preventive station at Bishop- 
stone, where they were confined for the night. On the foi- 
lowing morning (Saturday), the search was renewed in the 
neighbourhood of the prisoner's house, and Carr’s hat was 
found in a field leading from Beltinge to the sea-side; this 
discovery was looked upon as a strong corroboration that 
Carr must have been robbed and murdered, and that the pri- 
soners were implicated in the foul deed, as the hat was cis- 
covered in the direction of their house fromi the beach. The 
above statements having been made on oath, the prisoners, 


v4 notwithstanding they strongly denied all knowledge of the 


fate of Carr and asseverated their innocence, were re- 
manded for re-.xamination until Thursday; and as some 
slight suspicions rested upon Brice ia consequence of the 
vasatisfactory account relative to the disappearance of his 
boat, he was also bound Over to appear on that day. They 
were removed to the county gaol; but had not been there 
very long before a gentleman arrived in great haste at the 
magistrates’ office from the Reculver, and stated that Carr 
had returned to Bishopstone. The account he had given of 
himself was:—On leaving Beltinge he made towards the 
beach, having first. had his hat blown off by the wind ; and 
being in a state of liquor, he had taken a row in Brice’s boot, 
and afterwards became insensible, and could not account for 
what had ned to him until he found himself ashore with 
the boat at Marsh Bay, near Margate. He had lost 5i. of 
the amouat, but could give no satisfactory explanation of 
what had become of it. The worthy magistrate immediately 
sent an order for the liberation of Rose and Maxted, and upon 
their return home they received the warmest congratulations 
of their friends and neighbours.
